May 28. The following report dated May 27 from the American 
minister at Caracas was received from the Department of State : 

Two cases of plague officially declared since May 20. Government 
proceeding with great activity. After examination, rats found 
infected. Energetic sanitary measures being taken. Special isola- 
tion hospital. Thorough disinfection of premises and inoculation of 
occupants. Compulsory inoculation with lymph for persons leaving 
Federal district. Sanitary inspection of all houses, tip to the pres- 
ent time no cases are reported at La Guaira. Public health com- 
mission lately created is in charge, and reports directly to the gov- 
ernment. Maritime sanitary police regulations adopted, and strict 
compliance therewith decreed by the executive. 

Acting Asst. Surg. W. H. Kellogg, appointed May 6 for duty in 
the office of the American consulate at La Guaira, proceeded May 29 
to La Guaira and Caracas with instruction to respond to any request 
made by the American minister for inspection or advice at Caracas 
or elsewhere.

Algeria — Algiers. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 155,000. Total number of deaths, 353, including enteric fever 3, 
smallpox 18, typhus fever 13, whooping cough 1, measles 3, diph- 
theria 2, and 53 from tuberculosis. 

Brazil — Sao Paulo, Santos, and Campinas. — Two weeks ended 
April 11, 1909. Estimated population 300,000. Total number of 
deaths, 312, including whooping cough 2, diphtheria 2, enteric fever 4, 
smallpox 1, measles 1, leprosy 3, and 25 from tuberculosis. 

Chile — Punta Arenas.— Month of March, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 12,000. Total number of deaths, 18, including 4 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Costa Eica — San Jose. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated 
population, 26,682. Total number of deaths, 70, including enteric 
fever 4, and 6 from tuberculosis. 

France — Si. Etienne. — Two weeks ended April 30, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 121, including 
scarlet fever 2, and 18 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 8, 1909, 
correspond to an annual rate of 14.1 per 1,000 population, which is 
estimated at 16,445,281. 

London. — One thousand three hundred and four deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including measles 73, scarlet fever 10, diph- 
theria 13, whooping cough 35, tuberculosis 145, and 13 from diar- 
rhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate 
of 14.1 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,833 deaths were registered. 
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In the "outer ring" the deaths included 11 from measles, 2 from diph- 
theria, 2 from scarlet fever, 1 from enteric fever, and 3 from whoop- 
ing cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 8, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 18.3 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,142,308. The lowest rate was recorded in Galway, 
viz, 3.9, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 39.3 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended May 8, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 16.2 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 20.6, and the lowest in 
Paisley, viz, 12.5 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 577, including diphtheria 2, measles 8, scarlet 
fever 8, and 41 from whooping cough. 

Spain — Cadiz. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated population, 
69,382. Total number of deaths, 159, including enteric fever 3, 
whooping cough 16, and 16 from tuberculosis. 

Malaga. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated population, 
135,000. Total number of deaths, 337, including enteric fever 2, 
diphtheria 1, measles 1, and 18 from tuberculosis. 

Seville. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated population, 148,315. 
Total number of deaths, 373, including enteric fever 1, diphtheria 3, 
measles 9, and 60 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — St. Thomas. — Report for the first quarter, 1908. 
Estimated population, 11,000. Total number of deaths, 65, includ- 
ing whooping cough 1, and 5 from tuberculosis.
